LEAGUE OF NATION 
IS APPEALED TO BY 
CANADIAN INDIANS 


Tribesmen Say They Are a Sov- 
ereign Pedple—Want Rights 
to Land Upheld.

“NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—Fi\ 
sand American Indians who have 
lived near Grand River, Ont., since 
1784, and who insist that they are a 
sovereign people not answerable to 
the Canadian Government, have ap- 
pealed to the League of Nations, 
through the Dutch Government, for 
settiment of their dispute with Can- 
ada, it was learned toda, 

Chief Deskaheh, of the Six Na- 
tions tribe, who stopped here on his 
way home from Washington, an- 
nounced that he had given the argu- 
ment of; his people, set forth In a 
petition, to Dr J B. Hubrecht, 
charge d'affaires in Washington of 
the Netherlands, with the request 
that it be sent to the Dutch Gov- 
ernment and thence to the league. 
He said he left petitions with Am-

LAUSANNDB, Nov. 28.—Mlle. Na- 
dyda Stancioff, who is the chief ad- | 
Viser of Premier Stamboulisky of

happens that the injured person finds that a 
eoodly part of the amount eventually recovered 
has been eaten up by lawyers’ fees. Damag&suit 
lawyers don’t like a workmen's compensation act 

it deprives them of too many clients and too 
many fees. , 

Missouri has no such law. One reason for that 
is that a good many large corporations have had 
shrewd lobbyists at Jefferson City. Another rea- 
son is that certain union labor leaders have been 
unable to agree among themselves on what sort 
of a law they want. So, naturally, there was 
nothing for a poor quarry laborer like Joseph 
Sommer to do but employ a lawyer and institute 
a suit for damages. His eyes had been blown, 
out, and he had been incapacitated for earning a 
living. True, the company had offered him 
$3000! Three thousand dollars for his eyes! The 
suit was filed. 7 

Now, if there is one thing more remarkable 
about our courts than their regard for technicali- 
ties, it is the slowness with which they operate. 
This may not be the fault of the courts. Certainly 
it is not the fault of people such as Joseph Soni- 
mer, but certainly ft is just such people who have 
to suffer for it. At the end of three years, Jo- 
seph and hfs fellow workmen got on the witness 
stand before a jury of their peers in Judge Fer- 
ris’ division of the St. Louls Circuit Court and 
told the simple story of how he lost his eyes in 
an explosion of Trojan powder. 

There was evidence for the defense, of course. 
It was shown that the company had received di-

ae CHAPTER III 
Te jury system is one of the cornerstones of 


our system of justice. No civilian can be 

placed in jeopardy of his life except before 
a jury of his peers. The law assumes in both 
civil and criminal cases that any jury of 12 men, 
properly selected, is capable of judging the facts 
and returning a verdict. In a criminal case, the 
jury must be unanimous to return a verdict; in a 
civil case, such as Joseph Sommer’s was, the 
agreement of three-fourths of the jury is suffi- 
cient. Nevertheless, the makers of the Constitu- 
tion did not go to the length of making the jury's 
decision final. Grounds for appeal from that ver- 
dict were indicated, and higher courts were es 
tablished to hear those appeals. Of such courts, in 


cases arising under the laws of the State, tha 


State Suvreme Court is the highest. 

The rejoicing in the Sommer home was prema- 
ture. The Continental Portland Cement Co. is « 
large and rich corporation, able to employ skilled 
lawyers to defend it. Its counsel took an eppeal 
from the jury’s verdict, assigning several “er- 


rors’ in the conduct of the trial by Circuit Judge 


Ferriss. By this is meant they alleged that the 
Judge, in presiding over the trial, had made 
faulty rulings, which had prejudiced the cause of 
the defense before the jury. It was alleged, for 
instance, that the Judge erred in permitting evi- 
dence to be introduced showing the plaintiff to be 
a married man; that he erred in permitting evi- 
dence showing that the foreman, also injured in 
the blast, had settled with the company; that it 
was ap error to permit Sommer’s wife and chil- 
dren to appear in the courtroom, thus affecting 


mer’s lawyers, in their arguments, to dwell ex- 
clusively on the severity of his injuries, tnflam- 
ing the jury. The counsel further alleged—and 
this, as we shall see, was important—that Judge 
Ferriss erred in his instructions to the jury. And 
finally, it was alleged that the amount awarded 
by the jury was excessive.

reached the murder stage and the 
community was greatly aroused. 
Within a few weeks there were 
seven killings, not all definitely 
traceable to the gang feud, but all 
definitely traceable to the general 
condition of lawlessness. 

Son Killed in Street Fusillade. 

Although not all the killings could 
be traced to the Gabel murder, there 
was one that obviously had that 
motive.

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EADING the vast number of letters which come in daily from radio 
users who have heard the programs broadcast from the Post-Dispatch 


station, K S D, occasionally produces a real thrill. 


The imagination is intrigued by the human touches in some of 
these missives, which arrive, sometimes in a single day, from every 
state in the Union, from provinces in Canada, from the Mexican jun- 


gies and from the Atlantic and Pacific oceans. 


It has ceased to be a wonder that the messages carry so far. The power and 
range of Station K S D have been amply demonstrated. But there is another 


aspect which makes the daily 
grist of letters as fruitful of 
interest as the ever-changing 
and ever-new patterns in_a 
kelaidoscope. ‘ 

Not only do the messages 


carry far, but they go with 


the swiftness of thought into 
places not accessible to any 
other means of quick com- 
munication and they provide 
amusement, diversion and up- 
lift for men and women for 
whom life in waste places 
would otherwise be almost un- 
bearably dull and lonely. 

In the same night, even at 
the same instant, the same 
program -is heard by the 
Northwest mounted policeman 
who has come in, numb with 
cold, from his long patrol, by 
engineers and workmen in an oil prospectors’ camp, who swelter in the 
almost intolerable heat of a Mexican forest; by a homesick woman iu 
the West, who longs to return to St. Louis and who hears her sister's 
voice come as though by magic out of the air, and by lonely radio opera- 
tors aboard ship, who hear the voice of the radio above the wailing of 
the storm. 

Take, for instance, this letter from T. W. R. Garlick, in charge of 
a Diamond Crossing Detachment of the Saskatchewan Provincial 

olice: 

“Heard your station tonight, also your request for reports from far 
points. Your music and announcements came in very clear, and were 
highly appreciated at this detachment. 

“We are located on the international boundary line, in Southern 
Saskatchewan, 50 miles from a town, and our only means of communica- 
tion is our radio receiver. This radio receiver is located at the Sas- 
katchewan Provincial Police Detachment, and it is a great pleasure, after 
coming in off a long patrol, to sit down and listen to such splendid 
music as you broadcast tonight. We should appreciateone of your sched- 
ules, as it is only by chance that we pick you up.” 

The five words, “Fifty miles from a town,” themselves conjure up

The letter was postmarked as of an early morning hour the next day, at 
Bergfield, Saskatchewan.

He, however, was finally convinced against his will, 
ard the verdict was “Guilty.”” Muller was hanged one 
November morning in front—of the Old Bailey in the 
presence of probably 10,000 people, who packed the 
plaza, the windows and the housetops. The drop fell 
and Calcraft pronounced the man dead. 


Then a terrible change took place in the disposition 
of the crowd. They had waited anxiously for the law 
to avenge the murder of Briggs, but every voice was 
hushed to hear the words of a Lutheran priest who had 
attended Muller upon the scaffold. With a loud voice 
he cried: 

“People of England, you have today witnessed one 
of the greatest crimes ever perpetrated in the name of 
the law! Muller was an innocent man: | am sure 
of it.” ; 

The words were sent back to the building and up to 
the housetops. The moh swayed and it looked as if a 
riot were imminent. The police cleared the street. 
and of the millions of peopie in London nore could be 
found who did not believe that the law had made a 
mistake. 

Forty years after, a party of ladies and gentlemen, 
of whom I was one, were gathered together in the 
parlor of a mansion on Fifth avenue. Among these was 
a famous prosecuting attorney. -The conversation drift- 
ed to the subject of circumetantia!l evidence, and the 
prosecuting attorney held that circumstantial evidence 
was the best and most reliable that could be offered. 
He quoted many cases to sustain his opinion, when 
a gentleman present narrated the facts in the Briggs 
murder case, and informed the company that he was 
the obdurate juryman wh® had held out until, worn 
down by the arguments of the other 11, he had agreed 
with them. Probably it is best to continue the story 
in his own words: 

“Of course, I know that most of you ladies and gen- 
tlemen will declare yourselves absolutely against the 
sciences called telepathy, hypnotism, spiritualism, 
clairvoyance, mesmerism and second sight, and yet | 
am also sure that there are few of you who do not 
secretly indulge in the occult. I am a firm believer in 
a power that. to certain people, can, will and does dl- 
vulze secrets that to the ordinary man are ocrult. |! 
don’t know what this power is. So far, I think the 
Christian Science idea of the power of mind over mat- 
fer comes a little nearer to it than any other. Of the 
12 men of that jury, why were 11 of them convinced 
of Mulier’s guilt? Not a particle of evidence had been 
offered except the possession of the watch. The evi- 
dence of the hat was absolutely idiotic. Bennett & 
Field, the makers produced thousands every year, and 
there are not more than 10 sizes in the world; hence, 
how could anybody swear to the identity of the hat? 
As per custom, every juryman had deciared that he 
had formed no opinion on the case; 
ddubtiess this was absolutely true, but 
the wave of popular opinion beat upon : 
that court and found its way into the uy 


jury room. I alone was not witless by it. 

“About a year after I was looking at the jewelry in 
a window on Oxford street. A sailor sidled up to me:

Of course, I did not 
entertain the offer, but it immediately occurred to me 
that the sailéf was a professiona! crook and the studs 
stolen property. For two or three days I pondered 
over the circumstances, and then it dawned on me that 
Muller had claimed that he had bought the watch from 
a sailor and in a similar way. To me it was clear 
the baker had bought the watch, probably very cheap, 
believing that it was stolen property. The more |! 
thought of the matter the more I believed that Muller 
was innocent of the murder of Briggs. 


“The idea became an obsession with me. I could 
not rid myself of the feeling that I could solve the 
problem by concentrated thought. For several nights, 
lowering the gas to almost darkness in my study, I 
tested it without result; but at last the demonstration 
came. I had worked myself up to a frenzy of determi- 
nation that this mystery should be made clear to me. 
I was seated at my table with my face buried in my 
hands when the scene passed before my eyes. A com- 
partment of a first-class coach was occupied by one 
man who I thought was Briges. He was reading a iet- 
ter. It seemed to give him some anxiety. Finally he 
tore it into the smallest possible pieces and threw them 
from the window. Then he opened his dressing 
case and selected a razor. He closed the dressing case, 
then quickly drew the razor across his throat. As he 
fell to the floor of the coach with a spasm his arms 
went up, the right hand struck the window opening 
and the razor fell out. Then I saw them removing the 
body from the coach, the crowd pressing upon the 
officers, a gold watch fall from the fob pocket, picked 
up by a man in the crowd. I strained to see more, but 
the vision was ended. It was enough. The banker 
had committed suicide and Muller was hanged on cir- 
cumstantial evidence.” 

“A pretty good story.” remarked the prosecuting at- 
torney, “but it wouldn't go in law. Besides, you do not 
account for the missing hat.” 

“I thought you would trip me on that,” replied the 
narrator. “No, I canngt account for the disappearance 
of the banker’s hat, but 
that does not prove that 
Mullers hat was 
Briggs’. My vision would 
not satisfy a court of 
law. | am aware, but it 
satisfies me. I am con- 
vinced that my second 
sight experience was a 
reflection of the truth of 
the tragedy. We have 
not yet admitted second 
sight or telepathy to be 
scientific, but I ‘have 
tested telepathy and it 
works.”

EFORE the western end of Papua was brok- 
en in by the Australian Government and 
made reasonabiy safe for white travel, I 
had a chance of accompanying a party which 
visited the native towns of the Purari Delta 
on a\ strange mission—that of recovering 
the beues of a famous missionary who had 
been killed and eaten by the peopie of Goari-Bari some 
years before. 

Tits was the Rev. James Chalmers. a Congregationai- 
ist minister. who was sent to New Guinea by the Len- 
@éon Missionary Society, where he helped to establish 
the British protectorate. On April 7, 1901, he and a 
small band of followers were murdered and consumed 
by cannibals. 

Our party consisted of five. or six white 
men. one white woman imyself) and about a 
dozen armed native police. Led by the Lien- 
tenant-Governor, Judge Murray, we landed at 
different coastal towns, all more or less hostile, 
avoiding actual battle by the exercise of some 
tact and a good deal of plain “biuffi” At 
Goart-Bari itself we found what we were 
seeking. It was, and is, one of the strangest, 
most sinister-looking places Im the world: a 
straggling village built in black swamp mud, 
through which you make your way perilously 
balanced on logs. 

The Geari-Barian folk are fierce and treach- 
erous even beyond the wont of Western Papu- 
ans; they tear human beings with their teeth. 
like wolves. torture prisoners horribiy. bite 
off the noses of their enemies and eat anything 
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TO ENTER THEIR CHIEF TEMPLE.”

OR several years, two little girls in an ob- 
scure Village of Yorkshire, England, had told 
about playing with fairies. The children 
pointed out the piace. a beautiful. small 
wooded valley nearby, where the fairies ap- 
peared to them, described the tiny figures in 
much detail and explained how they “ ‘ticed” 
the fairies to come. 

All this was an oft-told tale to the parents of Elsie 
Wright, at Cottingley, and of her cousin, Frances Grif- 
fiths, who lived at Scarborough. The other residents of 
Cottingley, a mere hamiet, also were familiar with 
these narratives. 


Nobody took the matter seriously, deeming it a child- 
ish fancy and recalling that imaginative children often 
make such claims. If the youngsters are allowed to 
have fairies im their books, why not im their day 
dreams, too’ 

“You ‘shouldn't tell such_g naughty fib.” Elsie’s 
mother might remark, after an unusually earnest ac- 
count of the alleged fairies which Elsie and Frances 
had seen in the favorite playground of the girls, less 
than a hundred yards from the house and beside the 
purling waters of Cottingiey Beck. 

“Rut, mother, it isn't a fib.” Elsie would insist. “We 
si* them just as plain as anything. And they danced. 
ami ok! but it was besutiful to watch them. Some 


aren't pretty at all, but funny-looking. Frances saw 
them, too. It isn’t fibs.” 

So the affair went on. Elsie and Frances were very 
fond of the tittle valley, which is now called the Fairy 
Glen, and often spent all of a 
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Miss Sophie McCord, first woman appraiser. at her desk in the St. Louis Custom House.

Her eve is the first that rests on the price- 
less foreign paintings destined to be exhib- 
ited at the Art Museum or to grace the private art gail- 
leries of millionaires.

She-knows wh: St. Lovis women are going to wear 
before those women know it themselves. 

She knows what rich St. Louisans have brought over 
rare antique furnishings for their homes, and, as 
sometimes happens, she knows when the purchaser of 
supposed antiques has been defrauded into buring 
modern imitations artifically aged and pitted with syn- 
thetic wormboies. 

She may. if she likes, fil! ber hands with diamonds, 
rubies, emeralds or pearis and iet them trictle through 
her fingers. as children do with Deads or sand. 

These have been some of the Alice in Wonderland 
experiences of Miss Sophie McCord, appraiser of the 
Port of St. Louis. the only woman in the United States 
to hold such a positicn. 

Miss McCord was appointed by President Harding as 
a recognition of the work done by Missouri women in 
the 1929 Republican campaign. She had been a director 
and leading spirit in the Reoublican Women's Club in 
St. Louis and in the recent campaign she was chairman of 
that club’s committee on the investigation and indorse- 
ment of candidates. Republican women's organizations 
throughout the State supported her application for ap- 
pointment as appraiser. 

When Miss McCord took office last September every 


outward premonitiorm was calculated to make her falter. 


As she approeched the oid Custom House at Third and 
Olive streets she could not but note that it was oid 
and dingy and forbidding. a relic of other days when 
the principal aim of architecture was to put up a classic 
front as a deceptive mask for an fll-arranged. incon- 
venient and pwoorly lighted interior : 

The office quarters to which she was escorted were 
not more reassuring than the exterior. They had been 
the severely plain habitat of a long line of masculine 
appraisers and were as unromantic as a hall room in a 
third-rate boarding house. 

Se much for the physical discouragements.. These 
were ably reinforced by a huge host of mental ob- 
stacies. First of all was that perpetual bagaboo, the 
tariff, with its accompanying appalling array of sched- 
ules, rules. exceptions, interpretations and decisions. 
These are the tools of the trade of an appraiser. for 
ther must be applied to every imported thing that 
comes into the city, so that thing may be appraised at 
its proper valuation and taxed accordingly. 

That was not the half of it. The tariff in effect when 
Miss McCord took office was complicated enough She 
had scarcely had time to begin a comprehensive study 
of it when it was all wiped out and a new tariff sched- 
ule. still more involved, took its place. 

Had Miss MeCord remained at her desk in that office 
of severely masculine traditions those frightsome 
tariff schedules would have overwhelmed her with an 
avaianche of figures.

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Girls Say They Photographed Fairies 


when the weather was bright and sunny, never on dull 
or wet days. 

When Gardner departed from Yorkshire, he left a 
good camera with Elsie and some plates which, =, 
known to her, had been privately marked as a precau- 


tion against frand. This was in July, 1920, and Doyle 
had to depart for Australia, although deeply interested 
in learning whether the girls would get some more 
pictures. He hardly expected success, he says, for 
three years had passed since thé first photos were 
made, and he was “well aware” that the maturing 
processes “are often fatal-te psychic power.” 

Put in August the girls made three more pictures 
of alleged fairies and sent the negatives to Gardner, 
who characterized them “the most amazing that any 
modern eye has ever seen, surely'” One showed a 
fairy leaping. and Frances, with her head thrown back 
and blurred because, as she explained, she thought the 
little figure was going to strike against her face. An- 
other represented a fairy poised on the leaves of a 
bush and offering a posy of hare bells to’Elsie. Both 
these figures are winged, delicate, lightly poised and 
graceful. The third photo purports to_show several 
fairies, or parts of fairies, but the feature of most 
interest to Gardner and Doyle was the “bower,” or 
sun bath, at the cen@er of the picture. This sheath, or 
cocoon, appearing in the midst of the grasses, had never 
been seen by the girls before and they did hot know 
what it was. they declared. Students of fairy lore, ac- 
cording to Doyle, describe it as a magnetic bath, woven 
very quickly by the fairies and used after dull weather 
and in the autumn especially. 

A professional photographer, who had gone on record 
to the effect that the earlier photos were singile-ex- 
posure negatives, absolutely untouched and unfaked, 
gave the same indorsement to the second series, and 
added that the “bower” picture was utterly beyond 
the possibility of fa*ing. This was a Mr. Snelling at 
Harrow. whose report on the first two pictures in- 
cluded the statement that all the figures of the fairies 
moved during exposure, which was “instantaneous.” 

It may be noted here that the most damaging tech- 
nical criticism made by any of the photoeraphers who 
examined the pictures was that similar ones could be 
faked by a competent person having the necessary ac- 
cessories, either by using little painted manitins 
the setting for the single-exposure plate, or by insert- 
ing such figures on the plate afterwards, or by a double 
exposure. 

From Melbourne Doyle wrote joyfully to Gardner 
that the additional pictures would help the ordinary 
busy man to realize “that this new order of life ts really 
established and has to be taken into serious account, 
just as the pigmies of Central Africa.” 

Among the attacks upon the validity of the fairy 
photographs was that of Maj. Hall-Edwards, the ra- 
dium authority. in the Birmingham Weekly Posty He 
said, in part: 

“Millions of photographs have been taken by op- 
erators of different ages—<children and grownups—of 
country scenes and places which. we have been taught, 
are the bitats of nymphs and elves; yet until the 
arrival upenm the scene of these two wonderful! chil- 
dren the image of a fairy has never been produced on 
a photographic plate. On the evidermre [I have no 
hesitation in saying that these photographs could have 
been ‘faked.”” He also dwells upon thd ease with 
which faking can be accomplished. 


Maurice Hewlett, writing in the paper called John 
o’ London, says that there is a wide difference be- 
tween motion as seen in pictures and as seen in pho- 
tographs. Never, by any chance, he declares, does 
the photograph of a running horse, dog or man in the 
least resemble a picture of the same. Of the dancing 
fairies he states positively that they are in picture 
flight and not in photographic flight. He continues: 

“They are in the approved pictorial, or plastic, con- 
verttion of dancing. They are not well rendered. by 
any means. They are stiff compared with, let us say, 
the whirling gnomes on the outside wrapper of Punch. 
They have very littie of the wild, irresponsible vagary 
of a butterfly. But they are an attempt to render an 
aerial dance—pretty enough in a small way. The 
photographs are too small to enable me to decide 
whether they are painted on cardboard or modeled in 
the round: but the figures are not moving.” 

Many other people denounced the pictures as frauds, 
and the Westminster Gazette sent one of its staff to 
Cottinzley. 

When EjJsie’s father heard the young man’s errand. 
he said he was “fed up” with the whole business and 
had nothing else to tell. Both he and Mrs. Wright. 
however, confirmed the statements made by Doyle. 
Later the newspaper man went to Bradford, where 
Elsie then was employed in a Christmas card factory. 

Asked where the fairies came from, Eisie said she 
did not know, nor could she explain where they went 
after dancing near her. She admitted that she saw 
them come, but became embarrassed when pressed for 
a fuller explanation. When urged to teil why she was 
sure that the fairies would not come out if anybody else 
were with the two girls, she only answered with smiles 
and the remark: “You don't understand.” 

One statement made by Elsie to the newspaper man 
was that. in their recent appearances, the fairies were 
“more transparent” than they had been in 1916 and 
1917, when they were “rather hard.” Then she added: 
“You see, we were young then.” This remark she re- 
fused to amplify. 

The waning of the psychic power with the coming 
of maturity is a common phenomenon. according to 
Doyle. In August, 1921. the girls were brought to- 
gether again and provided with the best photographic 
equipment. 

Besides the changes which time had wreught in the 
girls, weather conditions were unfavorable. “In ad- 
dition,” says Doyle, “a smal! seam bf coal had been 
found in the Fairy Glen, and it had been greatly poil- 
luted by human magnetism.” At any rate, the girls ob- 
tained no more pictures of alleged fairies. 

Doyle’s own belief in the photographs and in the 
race of fairies is evident throughout the book, although 
he says that. “having a wide experience of transfer- 
ence of pictures in psychic photography and the effect 
of thought upon «ctoplasmic images, I fee! that there 
is a possible al'«ernative explanation in this direction.” 
But suppositiorns that the girls had formed “thought 
pictures of occul’ appearances,” which were thereafter 
materialized in iheir own auras and photographed, 
seem “far-fetched and remote,” he says. 

Doyle quotes much evidence for fairies, aside from the 
Cottingley case, practically all of it indicating that they 
are subhuman,. and in reality nature spirits. with their 
own important duties in the world. He says the con- 
nection with psychic philosophy is slight, and further: 
“The fairy question is infinitely small and unimportant 
compared to the question of our own fate and that of
